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The World of Wheat

Some are taking a gloomy view of 
the future of the prairie wheat in 
dustry. For myeelf, however, 1 
feel optimistic and here are some of 
the reasons: 

1. Methods have now been found 
that will permit flour to be “‘forti- 
tied’’ with the precious Vitamin B. 
Phis will make bread more nutritious 
and should Jead, of course, to in- 
creased bread consumption. 

2. World population is steadily 
increasing at about the rate of } per 
cent perannum. This should call 
for an increased wheat consumption 
of at least 35 million bushels a year. 

3. During the past twenty years 
the great trade routes of the world 
have been cluttered up with high 
tariffs and other man-made artifi- 
cial restrictions which have prevent- 
ed many people who need Canadian 
wheat from buying it The world 
hag had ite fill of this so-called ‘New 
Order’’ and will, I believe, after this 
war revert to the ‘Old Order’? of 
much freer international trade, and 
so to better fed and more satisfied 
people 


When the stupid harmful trade 
strangling tariffs, set up by Canada 
and other countries, are cleared away 
then most definitely demands for 
wheat will increase, surpluses will 
disappear, wheat prices will rise and 
because foreign goods will come into 
Canada more freely, then the cost of 
the ‘‘things the farmers have to 
buy’? will be reduced,

The Rowell-Sirois Report 


Recommendations Reviewed by W. H. McLaws, K.C. 


The Rowell-Sirois report deals with| cession and inheritance taxes, 


@ permanent re-arrangement of pow- 
ers of legislation and taxation as be- 
tween the Dominion and the Pro- 
vinces. 

The Canadian constitution was 
drawn in 1867. In the 70 years 
that have elapsed conditions through 
out Canada have changed very great- 
ly, Uhese changes make alterations 
in our constitution necessary. A 
Royal Commiesion to consider these 
alterations was appointed under the 
chairmanship of the late Chief Jus- 
tice Rowell of Ontario 

All the provinces of Canada ex- 
cept Alberta filed submissions as 
well agall the principal cities, boards 
of trade, and other public bodies, 
Che Royal Commission made a vers 
thorough investigation. The chair- 
man died before the commission 
had completed its work and the re-| 
port was made by Dr Sirois, of 
Quebec. 

The report reviews conditions ex- 
isting prior to confederation. At 
that time the colonies which are now 
the provinces of Ontario, British 
Columbia, New Brunswick, Quebec, 
|Nova Scotia and Prince Kdward 
|Island, had incurred very heavy 
\debts in opening up roads, local 


| railways and other public works 
| Conditions were depressed owing 


'to the abrogation of the reciprocity 
treaty with the United States, and 


| the colonies found it difficult to car- 
ry the debts that had been incurred, 
and found it impossible to make the 
expenditures necestary to acquire 
Western Canada from the Hudson's 
Bay Co and provide the different 
colonies with the necessary trans 
portation. 


The Dominion of Canada was 
formed and assumed the debts of all 
the colonies, so that each of the 
provinces started out free of public 
debt. The Dominion also assumed 
what was then the heavier portion 
of the public expenditures, agreed 
to pay to each province an annual 
cash subsids. It was not expected 
that provincial taxation would be 
neceasary to provide for the local 
self-government given to the provin- 
cial legislatures, 

However, as stated, the Judicial 
Committee interpreted the British 
| North America Act so as to give the 
provincial legislatures and govern 
ments more power than was intended 
Jat the time of the confederation 


Ihe result has been that with the 
increase in provineial powers, the 
provinces have again incurred large 
provincial debts and provincial taxa 
tion has become heavy Vhis has 


Incomes are subject to taxation by 
the Dominion, by the provinces, and 
}in some cases by the municipalities 
Succession duties are frequently pay- 
{able to different provinces on the 
;Same property. Companies carrying 
jon business in more than one pro- 

vince are subject to taxation in each 
land often on the same transaction 

In the Province of Alberta we had 

;no public debt for the first four 
years. Our public debt now exceeds 
8160, 000,000 As stated, our pro- 
£21,- 
000,000, and even then we are in 
|default on our debenture debt pay- 
mente, 

The Rowell-Sirois report recom- 
| mends that the Dominion again as- 
sume all the provincial debts, so that 
the provinces would be given a fresh 
start, free of debt. This even in- 
\eludes debts incurred for ineome- 
earning assets, such as telephones, 
hydro-electric developments, but 
that a sum equal to the income be 
paid to the Dominion,
